scenes «were sketched under the 
water, at an average depth of about 
fifteen fect, among the reefs of Ber- 
muda and the Red Sea. From the 
moment Mr. Gibbings first saw the 
fish and coral reefs of Tabitt he fell 
under their spell, and since has made 
a special study of submarine lHfe. 
To reach his under-water studlo, Mr.
